Another  year  of  duty  for  my  department  has  come  to  a  close. 

We  answered  49  calls  and  patrolled  the  highways  which  also 
included  Christine  Lake,  South  Pond,  and  Pike  Pond.  We  also  were 
called  to  three  traffic  accidents  and  had  one  court  case. 

I  believe  the  problem  at  Christine  Lake  was  improved  by  75 
percent  by  having  a  town  ordinance  that  there  be  no  drinking  of 
alcoholic  beverages  at  any  time,  and  the  beach  closed  after  9 
o'clock  at  night. 

This  year  our  Department  joined  the  Coos  County  Law  En- 
forcement Association  which  has  one  meeting  every  month.  At 
these  meetings  we  hear  speakers  talk  on  Law  Enforcement  and 
get  to  talk  with  other  police  officers  which  include  State  Police, 
Sheriff  Dept.,  Town  Police,  and  Game  Wardens. 

I  am  in  hopes  this  coming  year  we  can  receive  matching  funds 
f^'om  the  Governors'  Commission  on  Crime  and  Delinquency.  We 
bought  a  few  more  needed  supplies  for  the  department  and  hope 
we  will  be  able  to  get  what  other  necessary  items  are  needed  to 
bring  our  department  to  good  standing.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent 

Our  major  problem  of  overcrowding  and  large  enrollments  is 
still  with  us  although  this  year's  enrollment  is  only  65  as  com- 
pared to  the  71  in  attendance  last  year.  This  year's  sixth  grade  is 
an  unusually  large  one  and  indicates  another  small  drop  in  the 
Stark  School  enrollment  for  next  year.  This  should  at  least  ease 
the  pressure  temporarily  on  the  space  and  teacher  load  which  is 
always  compounded  by  a  multi-class  group. 

Many  important  questions  will  have  to  be  asked  and  answered 
by  September  of  1972  when  the  new  Minimum  Standards  for 
New  Hampshire  Public  Elementary  Schools  go  into  effect.  With 
these  questions  in  mind  a  project  was  submitted  and  approved  to 
have  a  study  made  by  the  Center  for  Educational  Field  Services  of 
both  Stark  and  Groveton  educational  problems.  $2,500  was  made 
available  by  the  state  from  federal  funds  for  this  study  which  will 
provide  population  projections,  building  and  space  evaluations  as 
well  as  curriculum  and  instructional  considerations.  Alternatives 
for  meeting  these  problems  will  be  presented  to  the  joint  boards 
of  the  two  towns.  At  the  same  time  the  school  boards  of  the  two 
towns  are  asking  that  AREA  study  committees  be  formed  to  con- 
sider these  alternatives  and  make  recommendations  to  the  voters 
of  the  respective  communities. 

Another  important  development  this  year  which  has  been  of 
major  concern  to  all  the  districts  of  the  union  centers  around  the 
states  reorganizational  plans.  The  latest  action  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education  is  as  follows: 

"That  Supervisory  Union  No.  58  (Northumberland)  remain 
as  is  for  the  school  year  1970-71,  on  condition  that  at  least 
two  additional  professionals  be  added  to  the  supervisory 
union  staff  (as  voted  by  the  Supervisory  Union  Board  on 
October  6,  1969),  such  additional  staffing  not  eligible  for 
state  support." 

The  action  by  the  local  union  board  appeared  to  be  the  only 
action  that  could  be  taken  to  keep  the  union  (No.  58  -Stratford, 
Northumberland  and  Stark)  in  its  present  form.  The  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  had  earlier  recommended  that  Northumber- 
land and  Stark  become  a  part  of  Union  No.  35  (White  Mountains 
Supervisory  Union)  and  that  Stratford  become  a  part  of  Union 
No.  7  (Colebrook). 

The  choice  has  now  been  left  to  the  voters  of  the  three  dis- 
tricts. If  the  citizens  vote  to  add  the  additional  personnel,  the 
present  arrangement  will  continue,  otherwise  the  union  will  un- 
doubtedly be  dissolved. 
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Our  union  was  granted  a  pilot  project  for  special  education 
under  Title  III,  ESEA,  for  the  education  of  handicapped  children. 
This  project  provides  for  a  special  class  as  well  as  diagnostic  and 
corrective  aid  to  many  students  in  our  union  on  a  consulting 
basis. 

We  have  also  been  fortunate  this  year  to  have  the  services  of  a 
teacher's  aide  under  the  federally  funded  program,  "Operation 
Mainstream."  This  kind  of  service  is  particularly  valuable  in  classes 
where  the  teacher  is  handling  more  than  one  grade  in  the  same 
room.  It  is  hoped  that  the  district  will  be  able  to  continue  this 
service  when  the  federal  funds  expire. 

We  were  fortunate  to  secure  the  services  of  Mrs.  Lillian  Oilman 
to  teach  Grades  1-3  in  place  of  Mrs.  Frances  Pepau  who  resigned 
as  of  June,  1969.  Both  Mrs.  Jones  and  Mrs.  Oilman  are  continuing 
to  take  Extension  Courses  for  certification  and  to  up-date  them- 
selves professionally.

Those  of  us  engaged  in  public  health,  are  eager  to  help  local 
groups  -  help  themselves;  but,  we  need  and  solicit  your  coopera- 
tion in  keeping  us  informed  of  your  local  health  problems,  so  that 
we  can  be  available  for  guidance  and  counciling  in  your  commu- 
nity, as  the  need  arises. 

I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the  cooperation  extended 
by  the  Citizens  of  Stark  during  the  past  year,  and  it  has  been  a 
pleasure  to  serve  you.
